Thursday, Oct. 29. . 


Slept in my village bed, breakfast with 
Otis, began writing a sermon for All Saints, 
next Sunday, dinner with Otis, Miss Emily 
F. Hall broke her right arm, both bones, 
yesterday afternoon falling down a flight of 
stairs at East Derry Library. I ‘tinished my 
sermon in afternoon, Otig came in and talk- 
ed about an hour, then I read hin: the ser- 
mon and he talked another period of an 
hour, Rainy night. 


Friday, Oct. 30. 


Slept in Village bed, wrote letters, and sent 
for history of Alexandria, In the evening 
attended All Hallowe’en party, over one 
hundred people there, four musicians, two 
violins, cornet and piano. Chamber of hor- 
ror, bobbing for apples and doughnuts, can- 
dy, colored lanterns, well patronized. I came 
away at nine, company still enjoying them- 
selves.

At night acting as Worshipful Master, I 
initiated F. W. Powell and Matthew E. Odell 
to Entered Apprentice and gave lectures and 
charge, came home at 10:30, went to bed at 
12. 


Wednesday, Nov, 4. 


Slept in my village bed, breakfast at 8:30 
a. m., Mrs. Tewksbury here cleaning and 
dusting, Wm. Kimball taking ashes out of 
the cellar, McGregor at the farm, Jennie 
drove down, bringing Mrs. Stevens to the 
Goodriches, I called on Emily Hall with the 
broken arm. Report that Wm. H. Taft yes- 
terday received the election for President. 
Quimby for governor of N. H. I am taking 
church services to-night, to go to the farm. 
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Thursday, Nov. 5. 


Slept at the farm, MacGregor there at 
nine o’clock. James Duffy at work, paper- 
ing.
